Recession's Reach Is Sprawling 


Census data reveal 
marriage rate dips, 
income gap widens 


Washington 

The recession seems to be socking 
Americans in the heart as well as 
the wallet: Marriages have hit an 
all-time low while pleas for food 
stamps have reached a record high 
and the gap between rich and poor 
has grown to its widest ever. 

The long recession technical- 
ly ended in mid -20095 economists 
say, but U.S. Census data released 
Tuesday show the painful, lingering 
effects. The annual survey covers all 
of last year, when unemployment 
skyrocketed to 10 percent, and the 
jobless rate is still 9.6 percent. 

The figures show that the num- 
ber of people getting married fell 
to a record low level in 2009, with 
just 52 percent of adults 18 and over 
saying they were joined in wedlock, 
compared to 57 percent in 2000. 

Marriage rates have been 
declining for years, but demog- 
raphers say the downturn may be 
causing more younger adults to

The government revealed that 
the income gap between the rich- 
est and poorest Americans grew 
last year by the largest margin 
ever.

The wealthiest 5 percent of 
Americans, who earn more than 
$180,000, added slightly to their 
annual incomes last year, data 
show. Families at the $50,000 
median level slipped lower. 

“Income inequality is rising, and 
if we took into account tax data, it 
would be even more,” said Timothy 
Smeeding, a University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison pwrofessor who spe- 
cializes in poverty. 

The number of U.S. households 
receiving food stamps surged by 
2 million last year to 11.7 mil- 
lion, the highest level on record, 
meaning that 1 in 10 families were

Police: Sophomore 
opens fire then kills 
himself at UT-Austin 

Austin, Texas 

A student wearing dark clothes 
and a ski mask opened fire with 
an assault rifle Tuesday morning 
inside a University of Texas library, 
then fatally shot himself 

Authorities identified the gun- 
man as 19-year-old Colton Tooley, 
a sophomore math major. 

Tooley killed himself on the 
sixth floor of the library after fir- 
ing shots in multiple locations on 
campus. 

The 50,000-student campus 
had been on lockdown while offi- 
cers patrolled the campus, search- 
ing for suspects and explosives. 
Within hours of Tuesday’s gunfire.

A Tragic Past 

On Aug. 1, 1966, Charles Whitman 
went to the 28th floor observation 
deck at the UT clock tower in the 
middle of campus and began shoot- 
ing at people below. He killed 16 peo- 
ple and wounded nearly three dozen 
before police killed him about 90 
minutes after the siege began, (ap)

Kim Extends N. Korean Dynasty 


Son’s new leadership 
roles seen as starting 
point for succession 

Seoul, South Korea 

The youngest son of North Kore- 
an leader Kim Jong II was elected 
to his first prominent posts in the 
ruling Workers’ Party, state media 
said early Wednesday, putting 
him well on the path to succeed 
his father as leader of the nucle- 
ar-armed nation. 

The announcement of Kim Jong 
Un’s ascension to the party’s Central 
Committee and military commission 
came a day after news that Kim Jong 
II had made him a four-star general 
— a major promotion that appeared 
to set into motion a plan to even- 
tually put the little-known, Swiss- 
schooled 20-something at the helm 
of the communist country. 

Kim Jong II has led the nation 
with absolute authority since taking 
over in 1994 upon the death of his 
father. North Korea founder Kim II 
Sung, in the communist world’s first 
father-to-son transfer of power. 

Speculation has been brewing 



However, none of his sons 
appears ready to step into the lime- 
light. The eldest, Jong Nam, spends 
much of his time outside the country 
and may have thwarted his chanc- 
es by getting caught trying to sneak 
into Japan on a fake passport in the 
1990s. The father thinks the mid- 
dle son, Jong Choi, is too girlish, 
according to a 2003 memoir by a 
former sushi chef who worked for 
the leader. 

Kim Jong Un was always his 
father’s favorite, and the most like 
him in looks and ambition, the chef 
wrote in “I Was Kim Jong Il’s Cook” 
under the pen name Kenji Fujim- 
oto. The son has been kept well 
under wraps since childhood, and 
the mere mention of Kim Jong Un’s 
name in state media caused ripples 
among North Korea watchers look- 
ing for confirmation that Kim Jong 
II had anointed the young man as 
his successor. 

“It’s clearly the biggest news 
we’ve had from North Korea since 
the death of Kim II Sung,” said 
Peter Beck, a Council on Foreign 
Relations-Hitachi research fel- 
low at Keio University in Tokyo.

since the 68-year-old reportedly 
suffered a stroke in August 2008. 
There are concerns that his sudden 
death without a leadership plan in 
place could spark chaos in the nation 
of 24 million that he rules under a 
“military-first” policy. 

Noticeably thinner and gray- 
er, Kim Jong II has resumed tour- 
ing factories and farms but is said 
to be suffering from diabetes and 
kidney trouble. 


Hidden From Public 

The news of Kim Jong Il’s son’s pro- 
motion was the North Korean media’s 
first mention of Kim Jong Un, who 
has remained so well-hidden from 
the outside world that not even his 
face or exact age can be confirmed. 
He is believed to be 27, and is said to 
have been schooled in Switzerland 
and educated at Kim II Sung Military 
University in Pyongyang, (ap)

Moscow Mayor Ousted 


Luzhkov is fired after 
increasingly hostile 
feud with Medvedev 

Moscow 

President Dmitry Medvedev fired 
Moscow’s boisterous mayor on 
Tuesday, ousting the man who gave 
the capital a modern facelift but 
destroyed some of its most precious 
historic landmarks amid a construc- 
tion boom that turned his wife into 
Russia’s wealthiest woman. 

Medvedev signed a decree 
relieving the 74-y^ar-old Yuri Luzh- 
kov of his duties due to a “loss of 
confidence” in him after Luzhk- 
ov openly defied the Kremlin and 
rejected a facesaving offer to resign 
after 18 years on the job. 

Luzhkov’s dismissal ended an 
increasingly hostile battle of wills, 
squashing a regional leader’s muti-

ny unseen in a decade of tighten- 
ing Kremlin controls. Medvedev 
and his predecessor and mentor. 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin, 
appeared to be sending a power- 
ful signal that no regional lead- 
er was indispensable and no one 
should openly criticize Medvedev 
like Luzhkov had done. 


The firing also clears the way 
for a redistribution of the capital’s 
wealth, a sizable chunk of which has 
for years been controlled by Luzh- 
kov’s billionaire wife, construction 
mogul Yelena Baturina. 

“It’s hard to imagine a situa- 
tion in which [Luzhkov] and the 
president of Russia ... continue to 
work together when the president 
has lost confidence in the regional 
leader,” Medvedev said. 

Luzhkov made no public com- 
ment Tuesday, but in a resignation 
letter to United Russia, the ruling 
party headed by Putin, he suggest- 
ed there had been an orchestrated 
campaign to oust him. 

“I have been fiercely attacked by 
state mass media, and the attacks 
were related to attempts to push 
Moscow’s mayor off the politi- 
cal scene,” Luzhkov said in the 
letter, which was released to the 
media, (ap)

Police consider rival 
gang feud as motive 
for attack at funeral 

Washington 

Chaos broke out in the busy 
U Street corridor of northwest Wash- 
ington on Tuesday, with a shooting 
and a subsequent car crash that 
left at least one person dead near 
a funeral for a young woman who 
was recently shot to death. 

Police said a suspect was being 
sought and they were looking into 
the possibility the shooting was 
gang-related. D.C. Council mem- 
ber Jim Graham, D-Ward 1, said 
he was told it was the result of “the 
continuing feud between two rival 
gangs.” 

Graham said one gang was 
apparently at the funeral when the 
other showed up. 

“So what we had was apparentiy 
one gang disrespecting the other at 
this funeral and leading to this out- 
break of shooting,” he said. 

The shooting broke out some- 
time after noon near the intersec- 
tion of 13th and U streets, near the 
landmarks Lincoln Theatre and 
Ben’s Chili Bowl restaurant. 


Eric Jenkins, a server at a res- 
taurant on U Street, was outside 
at an ATM when he said he heard 
a series of shots and saw people 
running near a Rite Aid at the 
corner. 

Seconds later, he said, he saw a 
gold car go by with one of its win- 
dows broken on the passenger side. 
It crashed about a block away, flip- 
ping upside down. 

Police were investigating wheth- 
er the overturned vehicle was part 
of a funeral procession. 

The one person who was killed 


was found inside the SUV, but it 
wasn’t immediately known if he died 
from the car accident or a gunshot 
wound. Another person was shot 
and critically injured,and a third 
was hurt, authorities said. 

The shooting began near the 
funeral for Ashley McRae, 21, of 
northwest Washington, who was 
shot Sept. 18 in southeast D.C. 

Police spokesman Lt. Nicho- 
las Breul said police do not believe 
Tuesday’s shooting was associated 
with McRae’s killing because that 
case had been solved, (ap)

A Dose of Tough Love 

With a stern tone, Obama prods Democrats to get off the sidelines and fight 


Albuquerque, N.M. 

Buck up. Stop whining. And get 
to work. 

Clearly frustrated by Republi- 
cans’ energy — and his own par- 
ty’s lack of enthusiasm — President 
Obama scolded fellow Democrats 
even as he rallied them Tuesday 
in an effort to save the party from 
big GOP gains in the crucial mid- 
term elections. In the final month 
of campaigning, he’s trying to re- 
energize young voters, despon- 
dent liberals and other Democrats 
whose excitement over his election 
has dissipated. 

“It is inexcusable for any Dem- 
ocrat or progressive right now to 
stand on the sidelines,” the presi- 
dent said in a Rolling Stone inter- 
view. He said that supporters who 
are “sitting on their hands com- 
plaining” are irresponsible because 
the consequences of Republican 
congressional victories could be 
dashed Democratic plans. 

He gave an example during a 
backyard conversation with New 
Mexico voters, arguing that Repub- 
licans would reverse the progress 
he’s made on education reform and 
student aid. “That’s the choice that 
we’ve got in this election,” Obama 
said before heading to a rally at the 
University of Wisconsin. 

It’s the first of four large rallies 
planned for the campaign home- 



President Obama expressed frustration with the lack of enthusiasm by Democrats 
heading into the midterm elections, warning that his reforms are at stake in the vote. 


“People need to shake off this 
lethargy. People need to huck up. 

Bringing about change is hard — that’s what I said 
during the campaign. It has been hard, and we’ve 
got some lumps to show for it. But if people now want 
to take their ball and go home, that tells me folks 
weren’t serious in the first place. If you’re serious, 
now’s exactly the time that people have to step up.”

Stretch as the president tries to 
rekindle some of his 2008 campaign 
magic. With the elections looming, 
the White House and Democratic 
Party are focused primarily on try- 
ing to compel their core voters — lib- 
erals and minority groups — as well 
as the ideologically broad coalition 
that helped elect Obama in 2008 to 
participate in the first congressional 
elections of his presidency. 

The White House is arguing that 
voters who backed Obama in 2008 
must turn out this year because the 
GOP wants to undo what the pres- 
ident has accomplished, that the 
“hope and change” Obama back- 
ers embraced is at risk if Republi- 
cans sweep these elections. 

White House aides said House 
Republicans “Pledge to America” 
last week made it easier for Obama 
to do something he’s been trying 
for weeks: to frame the election 
as a choice between Democrats’ 


ideas and Republicans’ proposals. 
By signaling plans for deep spend- 
ing cuts in popular areas such as 
education, officials said, the GOP 
pledge presented an opportunity for 
the White House to remind voters 
what’s at stake in November. 

Several Democratic strategists 
privately fear that the strategy to 
motivate Democrats with sternness 
could backfire because it runs coun- 
ter to Obama’s carefully cultivated 
hopeful, uplifting image. There’s 
also some concern that it could 
further alienate liberals and other 
Democratic critics who don’t think 
Obama has done enough to pursue 
issues important to them. 

Said DailyKos founder Markos 
Moulitsas: “They wouldn’t be in 
this predicament if they delivered 
on their campaign promises, rather 
than waste the last two years put- 
ting bipartisanship above action.”

He sounded good. That was the

ball if his primary option is covered. Rath- 
er, he’s found success in the pocket. 

Vick has an even bigger challenge coming 
up when the Eagles (2-1) host Washington 
(1-2) in Donovan McNabb’s return to Phil- 
adelphia. But the way Vick is playing now, 
he might be a better fit for the Eagles than 
even McNabb, who led them to five NFC title 
games in 11 seasons. “I think both of them are 
tremendous and playing very well right now, 
so I’m not going to get into comparisons,” 
Eagles coach Andy Reid said Monday. 

Forget Vick vs. McNabb — the story in 
Philadelphia is Vick vs. old self And this 
version is winning. The new No. 7 wears 
green and white instead of red and black, 
and is playing like a complete quarterback. 
This Vick is better than the dynamic super- 


star who went to three Pro Bowls in six sea- 
sons with Atlanta. 

Vick benefited from watching McNabb 
run Philadelphia’s offense last year, and 
improved his study habits and 
throwing mechanics. It helps he 
has excellent teachers in Reid 
and offensive coordinator 
Marty Mornhinweg. “About 
his study habits, he’s really 
cranked down on those and 
we have to kind of kick him 
out of the building here,” Reid 
said. “He’s here all the time 
and that’s a good thing. I 
don’t know if that’s the 
way it was always in 
his career.” 

In iVi games, 

Vick has complet- 
ed 60.7 percent of 
his passes for 750 
yards, six touch- 
downs and no inter- 
ceptions. He has a 
passer rating of 110.2, and 
also has 170 yards rushing and one TD. 

For the first time in his career, he’s had con- 
secutive 250-yard games and three-straight 
games with a passer rating above 100. 

Vick has helped the Eagles significantly 
in the red zone, an area where they struggled 
under McNabb and in the brief time Kevin 
Kolb was the starter. With Vick behind cen- 
ter, the offense has seven TDs in eight trips 
inside an opponent’s 20-yard line. 

“My eyes light up when we get down 
there and I think everybody else on this 
football team does, too,” Vick said. “You 
have to go out there and put the ball in the 
end zone. You work so hard to get down 
there and you don’t want field goals, you 
want touchdowns.” rob maadi (ap)

Debates 


There are congressional hearings and there are 
comedy shows, and the twain rarely meet. 

So, when a House panel on immigration com- 
bined them on purpose last week with testimony 
from Stephen Colbert and his “truthy” alter ego, 
debate broke out on the proper roles of the many 
celebrities who advocate in Washington. 

In Colbert’s appearance, there was profit to be 
made from the public, taxpayer-funded forum on 
the plight of migrant workers. Immigrant advo- 
cates won national news coverage; Colbert gener- 
ated material for his show; and politicians scored 
coverage of themselves during an election year. 

Celebrities frequently visit Capitol Hill to raise 
awareness of issues that otherwise stand little chance 


of coverage. Lawmakers crowd into the shot when Jolie 
advocates for refugees. They hang out with Bono and 
Jon Bon Jovi when they’re on official business. 

Colbert’s celebrity is a commodity that Califor- 
nia Democrat Zoe Lofgren, who chaired the sub- 
committee hearing, sought to leverage. But for all of 
the attention Colbert might have brought to immi- 
gration reform, he also chafed lawmakers. 

Judiciary Committee Chairman John Conyers, 
D-Mich., asked Colbert to leave because he had no 
experience with farm labor issues or immigration 
policy. Lofgren urged him to stay. He stayed. 

House Majority Leader Steny Hoyer on Sunday 
called Colbert’s appearance “inappropriate” and 
“an embarrassment.” A spokeswoman on Monday 
said the Maryland Democrat still believes celebrity 
endorsements generally can be a good thing. 

Vanderbilt University Law School professor Carol 
Swain said she agreed with that. “I have testified 
before,” Swain said. But this time, because people 
had to sit through her remarks to hear Colbert’s, 
“people heard my testimony.” laurie kellman (ap)

Mongolia’s Mettle 



China’s storybook gem 
allows visitors to enjoy 
a mixture of modernity 
and the nomadic life 


Adventure 

It’s no longer about the armed war- 
riors, Genghis Khan and the robed 
nomads prancing through lush 
greenery on horseback. 

In China’s barely populated 
Inner Mongolian grasslands, what 
had defined Mongolian culture for 
outsiders has given way to leath- 
er outfits, motorbikes, cell phones 
and tourism. 

The old storybook nomad life 
has dwindled, with most nomads 
now farming, living in compact 
brick huts, tending to tourists, or 
working in nearby cities. 

Desertification, too, is real and 
apparent, as you drive past yel- 
lowing grass where little livestock 
roams and sparse green shoots 
struggle through dried, gritty earth. 
The few who have maintained a 
nomadic lifestyle only camp on the 
grass during the wetter June to Sep- 
tember months, making those the 
best times for travelers seeking an 
authentic glimpse of the old ways. 

But while nomadic pastoral life 
is fading, echoes of it can still be 
found in some of the grasslands 
in southeastern Inner Mongolia. 
Windmills and nodding sunflow- 
ers dot endless expanses of rolling 
green fields, and there isn’t a clearer 


Be Your Own Nomad 

There are many ways to save seri- 
ous dough on your trip to Mongolia. 
Here are a few: 

w Train trips from Beijing to Chifeng 
take anywhere from six to 10 hours. 
The cheapest, slowest train costs 
about $19 (124 yuan). To go from 
Chifeng to the grasslands, most 
visitors hire a driver, which can run 
about $30 (200 yuan) a day. 

» A tourist yurt costs $7.50-$30 
(50-200 yuan) nightly, depending on 
the time of year. If you can find a real 
nomad to host you, the cost might 
run $7.50-$15 (50-100 yuan), (ap) 


blue sky to be found in all of China 
— although the view is occasion- 
ally interrupted by power lines or 
neon-yellow tour buses that honk 
relentlessly to prod the cows and 


sheep to the side. 

Sensitive palates may not love 
the distinct gaminess of the local 
beef, so some visitors may prefer 
Mongolian lamb, which is known 
for its excellent flavor. 

Lamb-eating used to be a mark 
of aristocracy, unaffordable among 
ordinary nomads. The price of 
a fresh whole lamb is still hefty 
today, and nomads say they don’t 
eat it too often. 

Something else for visitors to 
experience in the region is the Arshi- 
haty granite forest in the Hexigten 
Global Geopark. 

The Arshihaty boasts wide views 
of rocky green mountains and nat- 
ural stone columns molded by the 
wind into shapes of eagles, snakes, 
warriors, warrior’s beds, turtles 
and castles — sure to inspire your 
imagination on the drive back.

What can viewers look forward to 
seeing on “The Next iron Chef" this 
season? 

Far more aggressive food. The kind 
of flaming hoops that these peo- 
ple are subjected to are really quite 
cruel, from a culinary standpoint. 
All new levels of cruelty have been 
attained. And yet, in each case, I 
think that we’ve got challengers 
that are far more game for it. 

There’s a challenge that involves 
chefs cooking on a deserted 
island. What ingredient would you 
bring to a deserted island? 

For me, it would probably be some 
part of a pig, and I’d have to think 
about exactly which cut. Proba- 
bly something from the shoulder 
of a pig because I could do a great 
deal without having a lot of actu- 
al ingredients or even very precise 
cooking methodologies. 

is pig one of your favorite foods? 

It certainly is as a cook because it’s 
so gosh-darn versatile. You make 
friends with the pig, the pig will 
never let you down. 

You have many jobs on “Good 
Eats": creative executive 
producer, writer, director and 
host, is all that responsibility 
overwhelming? 

I don’t even know what it’s 
like to not be overwhelmed. 

We were shooting today, and 


I’m overwhelmed. I just spent the 
last 10 minutes screwing up shots 
of trying to put a pie in the oven. 
It’s the little things that make you 
want to, you know, bite the heads 
off chickens. 

What’s the most misunderstood 
cooking concept these days? 

Both heat and time are ingredients 
that are very difficult to under- 
stand through the written word. 
It’s the kind of thing that we used 
to get from our parents ... the kind 
of know-how that’s passed down. 
Television and magazines have 
basically replaced that now. And 
those are the two intrinsically most 
difficult concepts to get across. 

“Good Eats 2" came out Monday. 
What was it like revisiting past 
episodes for the book? 

It’s a redemptive process. I always 
said that I would not do these 
books until I had 10 years under 
my belt because I wanted to have 
the distance of looking back and

saying, “OK, I would change this 
now.” It’s been interesting because 
I found a lot of things that I can’t 
believe I did. 

Like what? 

Oh, all sorts of things, whether it’s 
writing or doing a scene or using 
too many ingredients. In the early 
days, I think I generally used too 
many ingredients. 

You made commercials before you 
went to culinary school. What’s 
it like being on the other side of 
the camera now, as the face of 
Welch’s grape juice? 

Painful. It’s much harder in 
the commercial world to be in 


front of the camera than behind it. 
It’s very hard to get the right kind 
of precision and timing. 

in your opinion, what’s the best 
food trend right now? 

I hate trends. Trends always have 
a backswing on them. There have 
been minor trends that I have found 
really wonderful. We’re in a choc- 
olate renaissance, and if you’re a 
chocolate fan, there’s just more 
chocolate out there being made by 
chocolatiers than we’ve ever had 
before. There’s great wine now. 
There’s really great beer out there. 
And we’re finally getting back to 
understanding what beef should 
taste like, with grass-fed beef
